the war the British government early 
took over the whole system of those 
commercial artcrics and now propos- 
als to improve the waterways are re- 
ceiving considerable attention. The 
authorities are believed to favor na- 
tionalization and a policy of widening 
an extension to bring the inland wat- 
erways up to the same standard. of 
efficiency as those on the continent 
of Europe. It has’ been suggesteu 
that this scheme be made one of the 
prominent. items inthe work of re- 
construction immediately after the 
war. The proposal is that the pas- 
sage of barges pp to one hundred 
tons capacity should be made univer- 
sally possible, On the other hand, it 
is argued by some that even if the 
canals were made suitable for heav- 
ier craft and mechanical propulsion 
adopted, canal transport can — never 
compete with transportation by rail- 
way or road. Just how far the sub- 
stitution of motor for horse traction 
will develop is difficult at the mo- 
ment to forecast. The number of 
barges that can pass through any 
given lock is limitech and an. ‘ncrease 
in’the speed of a barge beyond, say, 
five miles an hour is said to be quite 
impracticable.

Returned Soldiers Should Not Be 
Idle ‘ 


Dealing with the repatriation of re- 
turning New Zealand soldiers, the 
defence commission has warned the 
government against the folly of un- 
duly pampering, instead of quickly 
re- -cstablishing, the new civilian; 

“Military work is very unsettling, 
especially to the amateur,” says the 
commission. “It therefore seems un- 
kind to the returned soldiers’ best 
interests to pamper them, and*there- 


by transform gallant, efficient  fel- 
lows into dependents. The kindest 
thing. would seem be to_ return 


all possible, without delay, into the 
walks of life they previously had fol- 
lowed. Too much so-called kindness 
and consideration simply prolong 
their restlessness. Some men, en- 
couraged by the adulation accorded 
them on their return from the war by 
an appreciative public, come to think 
that having been at the front, the 
country should keep them and their 
families for the rest of their lives. 
This erroneous idea should be cor- 
rected, and the sooner such an im- 
pression is remoyed the better for 
the soldier and the community. 

“A popular cry is to put returned 
soldiers on farms; but before putting 
men on the land their fitness for that 
iwork should be thoroughly tested. 
Present agricultural schools could be 
used, and, if necessary, others estab- 
lished to first train or test soldiers, as 
disaster is invited by putting unsuit- 
able men on the land. Even after 12 
months at an agricultural college 
many men would not acquire  sufh- 
cient knowledge, but less than that 
period would suffice to show whether 
a man has aptitude and persistence 
enough to succeed.”

Secret 


“If you will give me your office 
address 

“Sorry, but I can’t,” interposed the 
woman to whom I had spoken. “You 
see,l am working as a censor of 
mails for the government, and we 
are not allowed to tell anyone exact- 
ly where we work.” 

This may be an infallible rule, but 
it applies to quite a lot of people 
working in the censorship service in 
the old country—the exact position of 
their “place of business” has to be 
kept a secret, even from their near- 
est friends. Since unofficial statis- 
tics say that there are about four 
times as many women as there are 
men censors of letters in England, 
this is a most exceptional tribute to 
the reticence which women can pos- 
sess, 

The average person knows little 
about women censors of mails or the 
work they do. Moreover, a woman 
who is ‘one of them” told me re- 
cently that there is small chance of 
such details ever becoming’ common 
knowledge, since secrecy is the grand 
essential to the successful carrying 
out of this work. She also told me 
what has since:been repeated by a 
person of some authority, that the de- 
mand for women censors is far be- 
yond the supply of suitable women. 

It is most emphatically war work-— 
work of great and far-reaching im- 
portance. More than one spy has 
been tracked down, more than one 
enemy plot frustrated, through thé 
cuteness and alertness of the women 
who censor the mails, The general 
public knows a little of these wo- 
men, yet some of them have render- 
ed conspicuous se rvice to their coun- 
try while sitting in a mere office chair

Special Engineering Short Course at, 
Manitoba Dept. of Agricul- 
tural Engieering ~ 


“More than 80% of the farfn trac- 
tors sold in western Canada during 
the past two years are light tractors 

f less ‘than 35 horse power,” ‘said 
Professor L, J. Smith of the Mani- 
toba Agricultural College, 

When asked if the - light 
would permancntly supplant the 
heavier type he replied: “That will 
depend very much on the operators.” 
Professor Smith, who has _ recently 
visited many of the.tractor firms in 
the south, did not wish to discuss the 
relative valucs of the light high speed 
motor and the heavier horizonta! 
type, but said that one fate could not 
e over-emphasized. ‘These high 
speed motors will, require more care- 
ful attention than the low speed en- 
gine, The average motor will need 
to be thoroughly overhauled twice a 
year. This will require more careful 
adjustment and better mechanical 
skill than has hitherto. been demand- 
ed of the tractor operator, He must 
be very careful in lubricating and 
must never allow loose bearings and 
small adjustments to go without im- 
médiate attention.” 

The department of agricultural en- 
gineering—of which Professor Smith 
is head—will lay great emphasis on 
this phase of the work this year, both 
with the regular students and in the 
special engineering short course. 
number of high speed, four cylinder 
vertical motors have been procured 
and students will be required to 
knock down, assemble, adjust and op- 
erate the various types.

A Carnivorous Plant 


Flowers are Prized for 
Purposes 


The pitcher; plant is one ~ of the 
freaks of plant life. It grows in 
swampy lands,*and_is- well known in 
Canada. The fldwers, touched with 
beautiful, delicate tints, are prized 
for decorative purposes. But the 
wonder of the pitcher plant is | its 
leaves. They are green, water-hold- 
ing pitchers, beautifully veined with 
red and purple, -with . considerable 
variation in form. During — rainfalls 
they are filled . with water. This 
largely evaporates, leaving the _ re- 
ceptacle half full. Externally these 
cups..are smooth, while internally | 
they are lined with fine bristles 
pointing downward, . There is also a 
sticky, sugary sort of semi-fluid sub- 
stance to be found around the inner 
margin of the bowl or pitcher. This 
arrangement not Only attracts a large 
nuniber of tiny insects, but they are 
so eager to feed on the sugary sub- 
stance that not a few tumble into the 
water below and die there. They | 
cannot fly out, for the lines of flight 
wold be practically vertical, while 
hundreds of little bristles confront- 
ing them prevent escape over the 
surface. by walking out. Many be- 
lieve that the plane, through its} 
leaves, absorbs the, digestive parts of 
these insects, and that they thus con- 
tribute to its nutrition; in other 
words, that the pitcher plant to this 
extent is one of the carnivores of the 
vegetable kingdom,

Reindeer Invaluable to People of 
Alaska 


The reindeer is the department 
store of the far north; he produces 
everything from a spool of thread to 
a milk shake, He is jack-of-all-trades, 
meat market, dairy, haberdasher, tail- 
or, shoemaker, notion counter and 
ney all rolled into one. He is even 
egal tender in the erratic currency 
of the far north, where a piece of 
pink soap can buy almost as much as 
a gold nugget. 

n 1890, thirty-seven years after the 
purchase of Alaska, Dr. Sheldon 
Jackson turned up the collar of his 
fur coat and shuffled through north; 
ern snows on an inspecting tour of 
the mission stations. He discovered 
that the natives in Arctic and sub- 
Arctic Alaska were rapidly losing 
their source of food supply. 

The. whales had taken it into their 
heads to swim farther north away 
from the occasional steam launches 
of modern hunters; the walruses and 
seal followed them and disappeared. 
The wild caribou, simple creatures 
that The Eskimos and Afctic Indians 
had caught easily. had been frighten- 
ed away by the efficient guns of trad- 


ers. 

Besides losing the greater part of 
their food, their clothing supply also 
had stopped, because for years the 
Eskimos had traded ivory walrus 
tusks, sealskin and whale oil for Si- 
berian reindeer skins, 

The United States had to choose 
between feeding several thousand 
people or letting them starve. The 
latter choice was, of course, impos- 
sible, and the former was impractical 
on account of transportation, 

In 1891, Dr. Jackson suggested to 
congress his plan of importing rein- 
deer from Siberia. There had never 
been reindeer in this country, the Es- 
kimos- knew nothing about the ani- 
mals, and congress considered the 
idea out of the question. But a pri- 
vate fund of twe thousand dollars 
was raised by people-personally  in- 
terested in Dr, Jackson’s plan and 
the first herd of sixteen reindeer was 
brotight across Behring Strait from 
Siberia and landed in good condition. 

Siberian herders, and a little later 

the more intelligent and efficient Lap- 
landers, were imported to teach the 
native Eskimos and Indians the whys 
and wherefores of the deer. 
_ Before 1902, 1,280 deer had been 
imported; at the last government re- 
port in 1914 there were 35,000 gov- 
ernment deer in Alaska, rapidly in- 
“creasing. 

When the deer are two years old 
they are broken in for driving. <A 
déer makes an veraffe specd oF from 
eight to tWelve miles an hour. But 
it is not his speed that makes him 
invaluable as a means of transporta- 
tion; it is the fact that the deer can 
travel across Alaska without a trail, 
living on the moss whieh carpets the 
country, 

Dogs cannot haul enough provi- 
sions to feed themselves on long 
journeys, while one of these camels 
of the north can haul two hundred 
pounds of cargo, up mountains and 
down valleys, ead faish the journey 
in as good, if not better, physical 
shape than when the trip was be- 
gun. >

A.berta Cattle 


Shipped to Saskatchewan and to the 
United States 


A whole trainload of cattle and 
sheep left Calgary Saturday, October 
Sth, via C.N-R. for Saskatoon and 
other Saskatchewan points, These 
sheep and cattle. have been pur- 
chased by the provincial department 
of agriculture for distribution to Sas- 
katchewan farmers under the terms 
of the live stock purchase and sale 
act, 
The train comprised 30 cars in all, 
20 carS\containing 2,400 sheep and 10 
cars containing 300 head of cattle. 
This stock,.,was all purchased in 
Southern Alberta by Live Stock 
Commissioner A, M. Shaw. 

Duxing August and September only 
4,436 cattle of all kinds were shipped 
from the Calgary yards to the Unit- 
ed States, of which number 1,430 
were, fat dry cows, 2,976 were steers, 
of which a very small proportion 
were feeders, the balance being bulls, 
stags, and oxen, only 29 yearlings and 
one calf being shipped, No breeding 
stuff has gone to the United States 
except two small bunches trailed 
from Cardston to Galbraith, Mon- 
tana, anfounting to 80 head. That a 
certain proportion of Alberta heifers 
are being butchered at home ls true, 
but in comparison with the total 
number of cattle passing through the 
Calgary yards the number is negli- 
gible, according to E. Ward Jones of 
the live stock branch of the depart- 
ment of agriculture, 

That a very heavy movement of 
cattle of some kinds is taking place 
through Calgary stock yards is, 
however, made plain by figures pub- 
lished by the Calgary Herald. These 
figures show that for the first nine 
months of this year over 90,000 cat- 
tle were received at these yards, as 
compared with 51,523 for the same 
months last year,

Dorset Sheep 


Noted for Their Wool of Pure 
White Fibre 


The history of the Dorset sheep 
extends well over 200 years, possibly 
as long as that of any of the recog- 
nized pure breeds. Their home, as 
the name indicates. Is Dorsetshire, in 
the southwestern part of England. 
Somersetshire and the Isle of Wight 
have also done their part in bringing 
this popular breed to its present state 
of perfection, This breed is known 
by the name of Dorset Horns in 
Britain, no doubt.to distinguish — it 
from the Dorset Down, an English 
breed of Hampshire-Southdown foun- 
dation. The chief characteristics of 
the Dorset breed are the production 
of early lambs and wool of pure 
white fibre. They are credited by 
well-known wool merchants as being 
the only breed of sheep in Canada 
that. produces wool without black 
fibres in the fleece. 

The Dorsct surpasses all other 
breeds in breeding qualities by ~pro- 
ducing more lambs in a given time 
and nursing them well. In weight 
they compare -very favorably with 
the Shropshire, but are — slightly 
heavier if anything. About 1885 the 
first Dorsets weré imported into Can- 
ada, and about two years later they

The Windsor of Germany 


Potsdam Can Be Reached From 
London by Water 


? 

\The principal royal and imperial 
tesidence is in Berlin, the capital of 
the empire, so that Potsdam is to 
Berlin somewhat what Windsor is to 
London, 

The principal residence of the Brit- 
ish royal family is Buckingham Pal- 
ace in London, Windsor Castle is a 
secondary residence, a sort of rural 
rétreat, and, all things considered, the 
miost picturesque royal residence in 
the world. ‘ 

It will be a surprise ‘to most read- 
ets to learn that there is water com- 
munication between London and 
Potsdam, but such is the fact. This 
connection consists of the River 
Thames, the North Sea, the River 
Elbe in Gefmany, and a canal which 
connects the Elbe and the river-Ha- 
vel, And Potsdam is on the Havel, 

It is interesting to recall the fact 
that in 1832 a small frigate, the Royal 
Louise, named after the Queen of 

ussia, and built at Woolwich, Eng- 
land, was presented to Prussia. 

From the Thames it was towed to 
Rotterdam, Holland, and thence sail- 
ed by a crew of British blue jackets 
up the Elbe and through the canal 
to Potsdam, where the gift was ac- 
cepted by the Prussian royal family 
and thé Prussian court, 

It was in this model craft that the 
feseént emperor and his brother, 
Prince Henry, were first initiated in- 
to the art of seamanship; it was in 
hér that they made their first cruise

When the Germans withdrew hast- 
ily from the north seashore of Bel- 
ium they left behind a series of 
ortifications all the way from Zee- 
brugge to Nieuport,

line of redoubts, reinforced -concrete 
dugouts, trenches and barbed wire 
entanglements, with gun pits about 
every 50 yards. The Germans car 
ried off most of the guns, but they 
retired so hastily they had to leave 
a large number behind. An old wo- 
man resident of the town told the 
correspondent, who wondered at the 
profusion of Belgian flags, that a 
German tsader had visited Ostend 
some days before the evacuation and 
surreptitiously sold thousands of Bel- 
gian flags.
